BRITAIN DEFENDS REFUSAL 
TO IMPORT SALK VACCINE 


LONDON, Aug. 10 (AP) — 
Britain last night defended its 
refusal to import Salk anti-polio 
vaccine. The government said 
it could not be done in time to 
halt the serious increase in 
British poliomyelitis cases. 

Safety tests like those applied 
to British vaccine would take 
about three months, a Ministry 
of Health statement said. Two 


months are needed for vaccina- 
tion to take effect, it added. 

The ministry said vaccination 
was not generally regarded as a 
suitable emergency method of 
checking a local polio outbreak. 
It said the British vaccine was 
“superior in safety and effec- 
tiveness” to the American prod- 
uct. 

Since January, 2366 polio 
cases have been reported in 
Britain, including 1412 of the 
paralytic type. Worst hit city is 


Coventry, with at least 87 cases.

That includes 
testing. It is built on the as- 
sumption that if there is an- 
other war of whatever size nu- 
clear weapons will be used, 

The Soviets have made a 
major issue in their policy and 
in their propaganda of getting 
atomic weapons tests called off, 
At London they proposed a sus- 
pension of two or three years, 
Most officials here believe they 
are playing this line primarily 
because it has had broad mass 
appeal.

As Mr. Schlichter points out in a letter to 
The New York Times, production during the sec- 
ond quarter of 1957. instead of picking up as 
expected afier the first-quarter lull, continued 
at about the same rate, and today is only one- 
half of 1 per cent greater than it was at the 
end of last year. 


The reason is a.relative fall-off of consumer 
spending even though personal incomes have 
been rising. During the second quarter, in- 
comes went up by 42 billion dollars a year over 
the first quarter, yet consumption expenditures 
rose only 1.1 billion and buying of consumer 
durable goods such as refrigerators and TV sets 
actually declined. The small rise in spending 
was not enough to offset the rise in prices, so 
that in fact Americans reduced their physical 
consumption in the second quarter. 

When people have rising incomes which they 
will not spend, what is the explanation? One 
reason tmay be that they are paying off debts 
instead. Another may be that they are exerting 
a little anti-inflationary influence of their own, 
rebelling against the steady rise in the price of 
just about everything. 

> - * 

Whatever the explanation, everybody has a 
stake in seeing to it that the interruption of 
consumer spending does not become permanent. 
For in that event the personal incomes which 
finance consumer spending would also start 
declining, and the interruption would become a 
spiraling decline. The Federal Reserve would 
then have to forget about restraining credit and 
lean the other way against a wind from the 
opposite quarter. 


Mr. Schlichter thinks only business, not the 
Government, can persuade the consumer to re- 
sume spending. And in the end there is only 
one practical way business can do it, That is 
to offer better goods at more attractive prices. 


The statistics point pretty clearly to the fact 
that continuous inflation is the road to economic 
stagnation, To get back on the road of an ex-

BERLIN, Aug. 10 (UP) — 
Soviet Communist boss Nikita 
Khrushchev has ordered local 
Red leaders to crush anti-Com- 
munist resistance in East Ger- 
many, scene of the first “Hun- 
gary-style” revolt against Rus- 
sian rule. ; 

In Leipzig yesterday, Khrush- 
chev called on the Communists 
in Germany to crush their 
“class enemies.” 

“You must not fall asleep,” 
he said. “There must be no re- 
conciliation with other classes.” 

Khrushchev spoke three times 
in Leipzig. As elsewhere dur- 


ing his tour of Red Germany, 
the public response was ¢o090). 

Today Khrushchev traveled to 
Dessau from Leipzig, the East 
German news service AND re- 
ported. 

Television cameras recording 
his appearance at a ‘mass rally” 
in Leipzig stadium showed many 
more seats than people. At 
least two-thirds of the stadium’s 
100,000 seats were empty. 

Noticed Adverse Reports. 

Khrushchev himself took no- 
tice of reports that East Ger- 
mans are less than enthusiastic 
about his tour. He told militia 
units paraded before him that 
Western newspapers probably 
would say. they were forced to 
March. 

“These Bourgeois press re- 
ports make no impression on 
us,” he said. “We have lived 
through 40 years of it; and we 
haven't lived badly.” 

He promised Red Germany's 
Stalinist rules that they can 
count on the full military sup- 
port of the Soviet bloc to keep 
them in power, and assured 
them they need not fear that 
they will be swept out of office 
by free elections. 


Khrushchev’s call for a crack- 
down apparently was inspired 
by the new wave of unrest that 
has swept Red Germany sinte 
Russian armor crushed the anti- 
Communist revolt in Hungary 


last year. 
He said the “workers’ mili- 
tia” must be _ strengthened 


enough to prevent any recur- 
rence of the “labor revolt” that 
flared in Berlin in 1953, three 
years before the similar hun- | 
garian uprising. 


Aid Is Assured. 


The Soviet leader assured 
Germany’s Reds, however, that 
they could count on immediate | 
aid from Russia and its satel- | 
lites in dealing with any “im- | 
perialist military adventures.” 

Khrushchev repeated the So- 
viet stand that conquered Ger- 
many can only be reunified 
through prolonged negotiations 
between West Germany and the 
Soviet zone leading to the cre- 
ation of a “neutralized” state: 

He dismissed the Western de- 
mand for free all-German elec- 
tions as a preliminary to’ re 
unification as “hardly worth 
discussing.” 


The views expressed by 
Khrushchev strengthened West- 
ern belief that Russia will never 
give up its control of Red Ger- 
many until it is forced to do so. 

Khrushchev’s attitude also 
appeared to have blasted hopes 
that his “down with Stalin” 
campaign in Russia might mean 
the end of domination. of Red 
Germany by Walter Ulbright, 
a protege’ of the late Russian 
dictator. 

Ulbright is accompanying 
Khrushchev ‘on his tour of So- 
viet installations in Germany. 
The Russian leader referred to 
him at one point as “my friend,” 
and in another speech said Ul- 
bright and his followers are 
“traveling the only right path.” 


West German Political Parties. 
Ignore Reunification Speech.

LUTHERANS 10 HOLD 
WORLD ASSEMBLY

Lutheran leaders from every 
continent and many countries 
will gather at Minneapolis, 
Minn., Thursday for a signifi- 
cant religious meeting that will 

last 11 days. 

The event is the third as- 
sembly of the Lutheran World 
Federation, international organ- 
ization of the world’s largest 
Protestant group, representing 
some 50,000,000 Lutherans from 
57 member churches in 29 coun- 
tries. 

It will be the first world con- 
clave of Lutherans to meet on 
American soil in many years. 
Assemblies were held in Lund, 
Sweden, in 1948, and. in Hann- 
over, Germany, in 1952. 

Bishop Hanns Lilje of Hann- 
over, federation president, will 
preside at all format’’sessions 
and will give the keynote ad- 
dress. Other speakers will in- 
clude Bishop Otto Dibelius of 
the Church of Berlin-Branden- 
burg, president of the Evan- 
gelical Church of Germany; 
Bishop Rajah B. Manikam, 
Tranquebar, India, and Bishop 
Lajos Ordass of the Lutheran 
Church in Hungary. 

Eleven churches in St. Louis 
belong to Lutheran bodies af- 
filiated with Lutheran World 
Federation; nine are United 
Lutheran churches, and one 
each of Augustana and United 
Evangelical Lutheran churches. 

The Lutheran Church-Mis- 
souri Synod, the largest Lu- 
thteran body that is not a mem- 
ber of the federation, will be 
represented at Minneapolis by 
15 official visitors and many 
more unofficial visitors. 

Heading the Missouri Synod 
delegation will he the Rev. Dr. 
John W. Behnken, president of 
the 2,000,000-member denomi- 
nation, and three of its four 
vice presidents, the Rev. Drs. 
Arnold H. Grumm, Herman 
Harms, and Oliver R. Harms. 

The Rev. Dr. Alfred O. Fuer-

The commission said it has 
ended the inquiry into payment 
of the money to J. Roy Brown- 
ing, Chicago attorney and an 
associate of Hodge, ousted IIli- 
nois auditor who is now serving 
a 12-to-15-year prison term for 
thefts from the state. 

The SEC said it had re- 
ferred the evidence uncovered 
in its investigation to the De- 


partment of Justice, and the 
department had reported “that 
the facts developed did not 
come within reach of the Hold- 
ing Company Act.” 

An SEC spokesman said the 
investigation would be re- 
opened if any new evidence was 
forthcoming to warrant further 
inquiry.

TIGHTENS CREDIT 
TO CURB INFLATION

PARIS, Aug. 10 (UP)—The 
Bank of France tightened up on 
credit today in a further move 
to fight inflation. 

The bank ordered a 10 per 
cent reduction in the amount of 
rediscount credit it allows banks 
on short-term notes and other 
forms of commercial paper. 

The move, the second such 
rediscount credit reduction or- 
dered by the bank this summer, 
is designed to combat inflation 
by forcing banks to boost their

Tyson, appearing with board 
Chairman Roger M. Blough, de- 
fénded United States Steel's re- 
cent $6-a-ton price boost and 
rejected arguments that the 
company’s profits are big 
enough to absorb cost increases. 

“The records of United States 
Steel cumulatively and convinc- 
ingly show that as long as na- 
tion-wide inflation continues at 
rates exceeding the increases in 
productivity, price inflation will 
be compelled,” Tyson said. 

He said “by squeezing out 
profits there could be a brief 
lull, but prices thereafter would 
have to reflect directly the ris- 
ing costs.” 

In the meantime, Tyson said, 
such sqteezing out of profits, 
if adopted and enforced as a 
national policy for industry in 
general, would obviously bring 
about great unemployment. 

Senator Joseph C. O’Mahoney 
(Dem.), Wyoming, asked Blough, 
in- light of Tyson's remarks, if 
“you are suggesting that wages 
should be pushed back.” 

Blough said he was making 
fio such suggestion. But he said 
Steadily inereasing wages are 
the biggest factor in the com- 
pany’s increased costs. 

Tyson said a corporation such 
United States Steel has only 
three means of obtaining new 
money for development. 

One is by reinvesting income, 
but that is only possible when 
there is a profit. 

The same holds true for bor- 
rowing, the second method, 
Tyson said, and the third meth- 

‘od—sale of stock—is only pos- 
sible when the company shows 
a promising profit.

South 
ruffs the second spade and puts 
North in with the diamond ace 
for another. spade ruff—down 
three.

As declarer can afford to lose 
two spade tricks, he should 
keep the timing en the hand by 
immediately leading a low spade 
from his hand at trick two. Now 
he can ruff his third spade in 
dummy to make game.
